To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Castleford  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  .Report  on  the  health 
of  your  District,  for  the  year  ending,  December  31st,  1914. 

I have  estimaltled  the  population  of  the  District  to  the  middle  of  the  present 
year  at  24,958. 

During  the  year  853  births  were  registered  in  the  district,  viz.  : — 432  males 
and  421  females,  giving  an  annual  birth-rate  o/f  34.1  per  thousand. 

There  were  eight  births  inwardly  transferred,  making  a total  of  861,  viz.  : 

435  males  and  426  females,  giving  a nett  birth-rate  of  34.5  per  thousand. 

Of  the  above  31  were  illegitimate  (20  males  and  11  females).  The  number 
of  births  registered  last  year  was  773,  viz.  379  males  and  394  females,  with 
a nett  birth-rate  of  31.6  per  thousand. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  is  23.8  per 

1,000.  1 


330  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  ini  this  district,  viz.  163 
males  and  167  females,  which  gives  an  annual  death-rate1  of  13.2  per  thousand. 

In  addltl0in'  to  the  ab°ve  48  deaths  occurred  in  public  institutions  outside 
16  I,stnct>  viz*  : 39  males  and  9 females,  malting  a corrected  total  of  378 
aeaths,  and  a nett  death-rate  of  15. 1 per  thousand. 

No  uncertified  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year. 

Last  year  there  were  423  deaths,  giving  a death-rate  of  17.2  pier  thousand. 

The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  is  14.0.

infants  under  1 year  of  age,  which  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  120  per 
thousand  births.  The  rate  for  last  year  was  186  per  1,000  births.

Last  year  there  were  197  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified,  of  which 
1 17  were  Scarlet  Fever. 

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  in  Infectious  Diseased 
this  year,  as  compared  to  last,  is  almost  entirely  due  to  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet 
Fever  prevalent,  more  particularly  in  the  months  of  January,  February,  March, 
May,  and  July. 

Of  the  12  oases  of  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  notified,  6 were 
, removed  to  the  Joint  Hospital,  the  remaining  7 being  isolated  and  treated  at 
home.  The  disease  resulted  in  one  death.

28  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  of  which  18  were 
removed  to  the  Joint  Hospital.  The  disease  resulted  in  10  deaths.  During 
November  and  December  1 1 of  these  cas.eS'  were  notified,  of  which'  8 were 
believed  to  be  due  to  the  eating  of  mussels.  Four  of  these  oases  unfortunately 
proved  faital. 

I had  a specimen  of  the  mussels  examined,  and  the  report  stated  that  these 
were  badly  contaminated1,  containing  about  5 million.  B Ccii  per  mussel. 
Bacillus  Typhosus  could  not  be  found. 

In  these  cases,  as  in  all  other  notified  infectious  oases,  personal  visits 
were  made  it©  each  house,  so  as,  if  possible,  to  find  out  the  source  of  infection. 
After  thle  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital,  or  on  the  recovery  of  the  patient., 
the  house,  bedding,  and  clothing  were  disinfected,  also  each  house  was.  inspected 
as  to  iitg  sanitary  condition.,  by  your  Inspector. 

208  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  disease  was 
spread  over  each  wiard,  being  most  prevalent  in  the  Wielbeck,  with  113  cases, 
and  the  Half  Acres  with  51  cases. 

159  cases  were  removed  to  the  Joint  Hospital,  the  remaining  cases  being 
nursed  at  home. 

Only  one  death  took  place  from  this  disease,  showing  that  though  the 
disease  was  wide-spread , it  has  not  been  of  a severe  type. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  have  not  been  as  prevalent  as  last  year ; but  still 
this  disease  has  caused  40  deaths  and,  of  these,  32  were  in  infants  under  one 
year  of  age.  There  is>  no  doubt  that  Miss  Robertson,  the  late  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector,  did  great  good  during  the  time  she  was  with  us  in  advising  parents 
as  to  cleanliness  in  regard  to  food  utensils,  etc.. 

When  we  consider  the  fact  that  out  of  the  106  Infantile  deaths  which 
occurred  during  the  year,  32  were  dute  to1  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  or  in  other 
words  that  30  per  cent,  of  Infantile  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease,  it  will  be 
seen  that  there  is  still  room  for  considerable  improvement. 

Seven  oases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  the  year.  Two  of  these 
proved  fatal. 

This  disease  has  been'  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  being  accountable 
for  12  deaths.  Last  year  there  were  only  4 fatal  cases. 

There  have  been  34  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year,  and  25  cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  There  is  a great  increase 
of  cases  notified  as  compared  with  last  year. 

Eleven  oases  were  sent  to  Sanatorium  for  treatment. 

There  were  13  deaths  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year, 
which  gives  an  annual  death-rate  of  .52  p,er  thousand.  The  rate  last  year  was 
.69  per  thousand. 

Seventeen  deaths  occurred  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Bronchitis  was  responsible  for  27  deaths  during  the  year,  five  of  these 
being  in  infants  under  1 year. 

There  were  42  deaths  from  Pneumonia  during  the  year,  7 of  which  were  in 

infante  under  1 year.

Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  earlier  and  latter  months  otf  the  year,* 
being  of  a mild  type.  There  were  3 deaths  from  this  disease. 

During  the  part  of  the  year  that  I have  been  your  Medical  Officer  I have 
made  a number  of  inspections  of  house®  along  with  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 
Some  improvement®  have  been  carried  out  and  others  arranged  for.  The  full 
details  are  to  be  found  in  Mr.  Birtwisle’s  report  under  “ the  Summary  of 
Housing  Work,  1914.” 

A few  “ back-to-back  ” houses  have  been  converted  into  through 
house® ; but  I would  point  out  that  in  some  cases  this,  action  will  lead  to  the 
keeping  of  lodgers,  seeing  that  the  housing  accommodation  in  your  district  is 
at  present  so  insufficient.  However,  I trust  your  scheme  for  building  houses  for 
the  working-classes  will  soon  be  commenced. 

The  street  improvement  is  only  going  on  slowly,  but  I hope  that  next  year 
your  Council  will  be  able  to  accelerate  this  most  desirable  work. 

The  Saniftlary  Inspector  has  made  a.  full  report  of  the  work  done  during  the 
year,  and  here  I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  testifying  ito  the  efficient 
way  in  which  hie  has  always  performed  his  duties'. 

There  are  now  in  your  district  2,464  privies  with  covered  midden®, 

8 with  open  middens,  and  48  with  pail  or  tub  closets,  also  44  waiste-water 
closet®,  which  latter  I should  be  glad  toi  s.ete‘  done  away  with,  and  ordinary  water 
closet®  put  in.  There  have  been  during  the  year  67  privies  converted  into  water 
cloisietis  aimd  8 tippers  changed  to  water  closets.  Six  of  these  were  in  the  boys’ 
department  at  Welbeek  Street  School.  Also  23  additional  water  closets  have  been 
added  to  existing  property,  and  48  water  closets  provided  for  new  houses,  which  is 
certainly  the  right  and  only  system  to  press  forward. 

The  ashpits  and  privy  middens  require  very  close  attention  to  keep  them 
in  anything  like  a sanitary  condition. 

Thtei  supply  is  through  the  Wakefield  Corporation,  and  this  year  there  has 
been  improved  pressure.  The  water  is  of  good  quality. 

The  district  gets  its  supply  from  dairies,  milk  shops,  cow-keepers,  and 

milk  purveyors. 

Wd  have  now  only  2 registered  cow-sheds,  2 cow-keepers,  and  2 milk- 
sellers  who  are  also  cow-keepers,  in  the  district.  There  are  24  purveyors  of 
milk  for  the  District. 

The  premises  are  frequently  inspected,  and  one  of  the  cow-sheds  has  had 
some  alterations  done,  but  more  should  be  pressed  forward  next  year. 

There  has  only  been  one  case  of  milk  adulteration  during  the  year. 

There  are  r’6  licensed  slaughter-house®  in  the  district.  One  will  be  done 
away  with,  and  this  will  b<e  replaced  by  a new  one  sanctioned  by  your  Council,  as 
there  is  no  public  slaughter-house  in  the  district. 

In  some  situations  these  slaughter-houses  are'  quite  close  to-  dwellings, 
and  some  open  into  the  back-yards  of  neighbouring  houses.  This  cannot  in 
any  way  be  satisfactory,  and  the  impression  made:  on  the  minds  of  young 
children  must  be  to  their  disadvantage.

Inspections  both  of  the  slaughter-houses  and  markets  are  frequently 
mlajdei,  land  when  food,  before  being  offered  for  sale,  has  been  shown  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption',  it  has  been  readily  handed  over  for 
destruction. 

There  are  now  18  bakehouses  in  the  district,  of  which  9 are  domestic 
workshop  bakehouses1,  all  which  havie  frequently  been  inspected  and  found  clean. 

There  are  now  4 common  lodging-houses  in  tihe  district,  registered  to 
accommodate  I90  persons.  These  houses  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and 
attention  called  to  any  neglect  when  needful. 

There  are  now  143  premises  on  the  register,  and  these  have  been'  regularly 
inspected  and  any  defects  remedied.  In  three  cases  defects  are  now  being  put 

right. 

Under  this  Act  126  houses  have  been  inspected;  4 were  found  satisfactory 
and  122  not  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation.  Six  of  these  were  closed,  and 
notices  given  for  116,  whiein;  22  were  made  satisfactory  and  4 were  pulled  down, 
leaving  a larger  number  still  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  future. 

Tihe  Bacteriological  Laboratory  at  the  County  Hall,  when  required,  per- 
forms the  bacteriological  examinations  of  specimens  sent  for  this  district. 

Miss  Robertson  was  with  us  up  to  November  last.  She  did  very  useful 
work  amongst  the  Infants  in  connection  with  the  Notification  of  Births  Act. 

After  this  date,  she,  having  accepted  another  appointment  elsewhere,  we 
were  without  an  assistant  sanitary  inspector  for  the  rest  of  the  year.
